the thirty-day clause whose attach- 
ment to North Dakota storage tickets 
was suggested In circular letters mail- 
ed elevator companies of the state by 
Mr. Hoover. 


Applies Equally to Both. 


"The regulations with the suggested 


provJsion applies equally to country 
and 
terminal elevators," says Mr. 


Hoover's wire. 
"W« expect to ap- 


proach the question of preservation 
of seed gmin stores Jn the northwest 
in connection with the agricultural 
department. 
But the provisions as 


to thirty days' stoiage are framed to 
remove the possibility of utilizing pub- 
lic properties for hoarding of grain. 
Would be glad for your cooperation." 


Would Ssprlve of Rights. 


This ruling would deprive the farm- 


er of the right guaranteed him in the 
original draft ot the food administra- 
tion bill to hoard his own produce. It 
would also take away the right guar- 
anteed in the original draft of suing 
the government should the price paid 
by the latter upon taking over the far- 
mer's grain not prove satisfactory 
The clause which Hoover suggests to 
be attached to the storage ticket is 
in effect a surrender of the farmer's 
interest In the grain, subjecting it to 
sale at the market at the ond of thir- 
ty days.

Nont Gained Orator Proficiency Than 


Marchionet*. of Brinvllllers In 


Seventeenth Century. 


The sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 


turies developed a large number of 
persons who brought the crime of poi- 
soning to an art. None attained great- 
er perfection In this than the march- ] 
loness of Brinvllllers. 
Stu> was the 


daughter of Dreux D'Aubrny, a high 
official In the reign of Louis XIV. In 
1051 she was married to the roarqula 
of Brinvllllers, heir to im enormous 
fortune. She herself brought n consid- 
erable dowry. 


She was u woman of prepossessing 


appearance nnd great chnrra. She lived 
hnpplly with hor huslrand uutll one 
Sleur Godla, commonly known as St. 
Crolx, was Introduced Into the family. 
The mnrquls took a groat liking to 
him, and St. Crolx mnde his home with 
the aristocratic couple. The march- 
ioness soon fell In love with the ad- 
venturer. De Brlnvllllers had St. Crolx 
Imprisoned In the Bastille. Here the 
latter met an Italian win) was an adept 
In poisons, nnd ho taught St. Crolx his 
arts. When the latter was released, 
after a year's confinement, ho resumed 
his acquaintance with the marchioness, 
but more cautiously. The Italian came 
put of prison and entered the services 
of the pair. They at once entered Intc 
schemes to poison the woman's father, 
her two brothers and her sister, so as 
to get posscsslon'of the family fortune. 
They succeeded in all cases except 
that of the sister. Tet they escaped 
suspicion nnd would hu\e pone free 
had It not t>een for an accident. While 
mixing poisons the mask worn by St 
Crolx fell from his face nnd he was 
suffocated by the poisons he was pre- 
paring for others. Then the whole 
dark tnle was unfolded and nil were 
condemned to death.

Fort de France on Island of Marti- 


nique Interesting as Birthplace of 


Napoleon's First Wife.

The little town of Knit de France on 


the islnml of Martinique In the French 
West Indle.s is of the greatest Inter- 
est to travelers, becniisc it was the 
enrly hnme of Kmpress Josephine, the 
first \\lfe of Napoleon. She was the 
daughter of a French nnny officer who 
lived on a largo estate about five miles 
from the town. Here Josephine was 
born In 17CI1 and here she lived until 
she was married to her first husband, 
Bcaulmrnalse, when she was sixteen 
years-old. 


The future empress seems to have 


hnd much education nnd to have lived 
the. simple Hl'e on u West Indian plan- 
tation. The site of her birthplace la 
still Known nnd It Ls delightfully situ- 
ated In n grove of trees near the banks 
of a small river. A certain pool in 
thin stream IN still known as the bath 
of the empress, nnd here the Creole 
beuuty, according to local tradition, al- 
ways took her morning plunge. 


After her separation from Beauhar- 


nalse Josephine returned to Marti- 
nique and to the quiet life of the little 
Island. 
Passages from her diary at 


that time show that she was very fond 
of her rambles in the woods and of the 
quaint, easy social life of the place. 
She passed three yenrs there with her 
little daughter before .returning to 
France to become the wife of a world 
conqueror and one of the most famous 
beauties of Europe. 


A statue of the empress has been 


erected In the square at Fort de 
Fmnee. 
It conveys a charming im- 


pression of the woman who for a time 
niled the man of destiny and of whom 
he said that she was a mistress of toe 
art of pleasing.
